JUDGMENT

I  WANT  to  reprint  a  poem  that  nearly  sixty 
years  ago  was  repeated  to  me  in  Idaiio, 
or  rather,  it  was  not  repeated  as  a  poem  ;  it 
was  sung  as  a  song  by  the  late  Francis  M. 
Lyman.  It  so  happened  that  from  Tooele 
I  had  to  travel  thirty-six  miles  to  Salt  Lake 
City  and  then  on  through  Davis  County, 
Weber  County,  and  up  to  Brigham  City,  and 
tiien  two  and  three-fourths  days'  journey 
west  out  to  Oakley  to  what  was  then  a 
branch  of  the  Grantsville  Ward  of  the 
Tooele  Stake  of  Zion,  over  which  I  presided. 
The  first  motion  I  made  as  an  Apostle  was 
to  present  that  whole  country  to  the  Box 
Elder  Stake  of  Zion.  Now,  when  I  was  on 
that  trip,  Brother  Lyman  sang  a^song  to  me, 
and  that  very  night  I  sat  down  and  asked 
him  to  repeat  it  to  me  while  I  wrote  it  down, 
and  the  next  day  I  learned  it  : 

Let  each  man  learn  to  know  himself ; 
To  gain  that  knowledge  let  him  labour 
To  improve  those  failings  in  himself 
W^hich  he  condemns  so  in  his  neighbour. 
How  lenient  our  own  faults  we  view. 
And  conscience'  voice  adeptly  smother  ; 
^'et,  oh,  how  harshly  we  review 
The  selfsame  failings  in  another! 

And  if  you  meet  an  erring  one 
Whose  deeds  are  blamable  and   thought- 
less, 
Consider,  ere  you  cast  ihe  stone. 
If  you  yourself  are  pure  and  faultless. 
Oh,  list  to  that  small  voice  within. 


Whose  whisperings  oft  make  men  con- 
founded, 

And  trumpet  not  another's  sin  ; 

\'ou'd  blush  deep  if  your  own  were 
sounded. 

And  in  self -judgment  if  you  find 
Your  deeds  to  others  are  superior. 
To  you  has  Providence  been  kind. 
As  you  should  be  to  those  inferior. 
Example  sheds  a  genial  ray 
Of  Light  which  men  are  apt  to  borrow  ; 
So  first  improve  yourself  to-day 
And     then,     improve     your     friends     to- 
morrow. 

I  did  some  work  for  a  man  once,  and  he 
sent  me  a  cheque  for  five  hundred  dollars 
with  a  letter  apologizing  for  not  sending  me 
a  thousand.  Subsequently,  I  did  for  another 
individual  some  work  which  was  ten  times 
harder,  involved  ten  times  more  labour  and 
a  great  deal  more  time ;  and  he  sent  me  a

FROM  among  the  sublime  teachings  of  the 
Saviour  in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  I 
quote  the  following  : 

"  Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
his  righteousness  ;  and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you." 

This  admonition  and  promise  I  have 
chosen  for  my  theme  this  morning  because 
(i)  it  seems  so  aptly  to  epitomize  generally 
the  timely  instructions  given  at  this  Confer- 
ence. Then,  too,  it  expresses  the  ideal  to 
which  every  man  who  holds  the  Priesthood 
has  subscribed.  Again,  if  heeded,  it  will 
be  the  greatest  and  best  safeguard  to  our 
sons  who  are  called  to  serve  their  country. 
And,  finally,  I  firmly  believe  that  if  rulers  of 
nations  followed  that  admonition  contention 
and  war  would  be  banished  from  among 
men. 

What  the  kingdom  of  God  is  is  answered 
by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  as  follows  : 

"  Where  there  is  a  prophet,  a  priest,  or  a 
righteous  man  unto  whom  God  gives  His 
oracles,  there  is  the  kingdom  of  God." 

Seeking  first  the  Kingdom  means  sub- 
ordinating to  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  all 
other  aims  and  pursuits. 


What  the  Kingdom  of  God  Implies, 

The  term  implies  di\  ine  rult^  in  the  hearts 
and  wills  of  men  antl  in  societ\'.  Man 
acknowledges  a  power  and  authority  superior 
to  his  own.  "  It  is  not  the  arbitrary  rule 
of  a  despotic  Deit\ ,  but  is  based  upon  man's 
voluntary  submission  to  liis  will  to  that  ol 
God's."  On     one     occasion     Jesus     said, 

"The  Kingdom  of  God  is  within  \ou."  That 
is  true,  for  it  is  in  the  heart  of  man  that 
membership  in  the  outward  kingdom  has  its 
origin.  Devotion  and  lo}ah\  that  springs 
thus  from  the  heart  "  for  the  common  P^ather 
of  all  mankind  is  the  strongest  and  only 
universal  bond  that  can  bind  all  men  to- 
gether." Only  such  a  group  looking  as  one 
mind  to  heaven  for  guidance  can  e\entiiall>' 
transform  human  societ\. 

The  Kingdom  of  GckI  implies  also  a 
universal  brotherhood  in  which  all  men 
acknowledge  God  as  their  Supreme  Ruler, 
and  cherish  the  desire  to  obey  His  di\  ine 
will. 

The  Purpose  of  the  Church. 

The  mission  of  the  Church  is  to  prepare 
the  way  for  the  final  establishment  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  on  earth.       Its  purpose  is, 
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Hrsl,  to  (le\'clop  in  men's  lives  Chrisl-lik;.' 
attributes  ;  and,  secontl,  to  transform  societ}' 
so  that  the  world  may  be  a  better  and  more 
peaceful  place  in  which  to  live. 

How  the  Church  Contributes  to  Character 
Building. 

In  the  changing'  of  men's  li\es  the  Churih 
recognizes  certain  fundamental  factors  so 
essentially  important  that  they  are  constantly 
called  to  our  attention,  and  have  been  im- 
pressiAcly  emphasized  bv  the  speakers  in  this 
Conference.  For  example,  reognizing  the 
reality  of  the  divine  edict  "  the  sins  of  the 
fathers  will  be  visited  upon  the  children  to 
the  third  and  fourth  generation  "  the  Church 
emphasizes  the  necessity  of  morjil  and  physi- 
cal fitness  for  parenthood.  Henuc  the  con- 
stant plea  that  young  men  and  women  live 
clean,  chaste  lives  prior  to  thpir  assuming 
the  responsibility  of  marriage,  and  their 
remaining  true  to  that  sacred  covenant. 
Hence  is  constantly  held  before  us  the  ideal 
of  Temple  marriage  where  the  sanctity  of  the 
marriage  covenant  is  sealed  and  ratified  by 
the  highest  divine  authority  given  of  (iod  to 
man.  Hence  the  emphasis  laid  upon  thu 
Word  of  Wisdom  wherein  tobacco,  stlmu' 
lants,  and  narcotics  are  eschewed,  and 
temperance  and  obedienci-  to  the  laws  of 
health  encouraged  and  admonished.  Hence 
the  teachings  from  childhood  to  be  "  honest, 
true,  chaste,  benevolent,  virtuous,  and  1o  do 
good  to  all  men." 

The  Church,  recognizing  the  potency  of 
other  influences  besides  the  home  in  the 
growing  child's  life  before  he  reaches  self- 
determination,  offers  a  religious  environment 
almost  from  the  time  of  birth.  The  Sunday 
School,  the  Primary,  the  Mutual  Improve- 
ment Association  arrange  suitable  instruc- 
tion, entertainment,  and  proper  guidance 
from  the  cradle  roll  to  maturity. 

Five  Fateful  Years. 

"  The  most  fateful  years  in  life  are  the 
first  five,"  says  one  social  writer,  "  and  this 
is  the  time  when  life  is  subject  to  its  en- 
vironment, and  before  self-consc'ousness  and 
self-direction  are  aroused.  In  a  large  sense 
man's  life  has  its  bent  and  direction,  its 
colour  and  tone  before  it  has  begun  to  reason 
and  choose." 

Relieving  the  adage,  "  Train  up  a  child  in 
the  wav  he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old  he 


will  not  depart  therefrom,"  the  Church 
fosters  Quorums  and  Auxiliaries  in  which 
over  fifty  thousand  officers  and  teachers 
willingly  and  gratuitously  devote  their  time, 
ability,  and  means  for  the  development  of 
character  among  the  children  and  youth  of 
the  Church.  Parents  who  fail  to  encourage 
their  boys  to  attend  their  Quorum  duties, 
who  fail  to  encourage  their  children  to  take 
advantage  of  the  vSunday  School,  the 
Primary,  and  the  Mutual  are  recreant  to  their 
duties  and  to  their  parental  resposibilities. 

There  are  but  a  few  of  the  aspects  of  the 
Church  devoted  to  the  phase  of  character 
building  and  to  something  which  is  even 
more  precious — a  testimony  of  the  truth  of 
the  Restored  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  first  duty  of  the  citizens  of  the  King- 
floni  is  |<»  live  exemplary  lives, 

Transforming  Society. 

Hut  as  \  have  sai<l,  the  bi'ttrrment  of  tht> 
individual  is  only  one  aim  of  the  Church, 
'{"he  completts  ideal  of  Mormonispi  in  to  make 
upright  citizens  in  an  ideal  soi-iitty. 

On  the  night  of  Gethsemane,  in  the  I'pper 
Room,  before  Jesus  -.um]  the  y\postles  left  for 
the  garden,  He  prayed,  "  1  am  now  no  more 
in  the  world,  but  these  are  in  the  world  .  .  . 
I  pray  not  thai  thou  shouldst  take  them  out 
of  the  world,  but  that  thou  shouldst  keep 
them  front  evil." 

The  mission  of  the  Church  is  to  minimize 
and  if  possible  eliminate  these  "  evils  "  from 
the  world.  The  need  of  such  a  unifying 
force  is  expressed  by  a  leading  writer 
(Samuel  Z.  Batten)  as  follows  : — 

"  The  world  has  many  good  people  in  it 
to-dav,  more  who  are  ready  to  believe  than 
ever  before,  but  these  people  possess  no 
unifying  ideals,  no  organic  principles,  no 
coherent  view  of  life,  no  synthetic  pro- 
gramme of  action.  Society  is  coming  to 
self-consciousness,  and  is  beginning  to  take 
note  of  its  troubles  and  needs,  but  it  has  no 
clear  sense  of  direction,  no  organizing  im- 
pulse, no  all-inclusive  ideals,  no  mighty 
impulsion  ....  Is  there  anything  by  which 
our  nature  can  gain  its  unity ;  our  race 
acknowledge  its  brotherhood,  our  humanity 
order  its  affairs  as  a  whole?  " 

We   answer,    yes — such    a    uniting   force, 
such  an  ideal   is  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
,TS    restored    through     the    Prophet    Joseph

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KINDNESS

MORE  hearts  pine  away  in  secret  anguish 
for  the  want  of  kindness  from  those 
who  should  be  their  comforters,  than  from 
any  other  calamity  in  life.  A  word  of  kind- 
ness is  a  seed  which,  when  dropped  by 
chance,  springs  up  a  flower.  A  kind  word 
and  a  pleasant  voice  are  gifts  easy  to  give  ; 
be  liberal  with  them  ;  they  are  worth  more 
than   money. 

"  If  a  word  or  two  will  render  a  man 
happy,"  said  a  Frenchman,  "  he  must  be  a 
w  retch  who  will  not  give  it.  It  is  like  light- 
ing another  man's  candle  with  your  own 
which  loses  none  of  its  brilliancy  by  what 
the  other  gains." 

These  are  great  words  indeed,  and  if  all 
men  acted  upon  that  principle  the  M'orld 
would  be  a  much  happier  place  to  live  in. 

Kindness  makes  sunshine  wherever  it  goes 
and  finds  its  way  into  the  very  depths  of  our 
hearts  and  helps  to  bring  out  the  best  that 
is  in  us,  whereas  harshness  on  the  contrary, 
seals  up  those  golden  treasures  for  ever. 

Kindness  is  the  real  law  of  life,  the  con- 
necting link  with  heaven  and  to  my  mind  the 
one  and  only  way  whereby  we  can  gain 
peace,  love  and  contentment. 

If  we  show  kindness,  love  and  mercy  in 
our  dealings  with  our  fellow  man  we  will 
never  be  forgotten. 

In  our  social  life  countless  opportunities 
occur  when  we  can  display  little  acts  of 
kindness.  We  can  do  so  by  words,  by 
gestures  and  by  looks  and  so  win  and  pre- 
serve affection. 

There  is  nothing  like  kindness  in  the 
world.  It  is  the  very  principle  of  love,  it 
springs  from  the  heart  and  softens  and  glad- 
dens those  we  come  in  contact  with  and 
should  be  encouraged  in  all  our  intercourse 
with  our  fellow  beings.

We  may,  in  a  inoment  of  petulance,  mani- 
fest coldness  to  the  exhibition  of  good-will 
on  the  part  of  a  new  acquaintance  ;  but  let 
him  persist,  let  him  continue  to  prove  him- 
self really  benexolent  of  heart,  generously 
and  kindly  disposed  and  we  will  find  our 
stubborn  nature  giving  way. 


If  this  is  the  result  of  kindness  among 
comparative  strangers,  how  much  more  cer- 
tain and  delightful  will  be  the  exercise  of  the 
feelings  at  home  within  the  circle  of  friends 
and  relatives. 

Home  enjoyments,  home  affections,  home 
courtesies,  cannot  be  too  carefully  or  steadily 
cultivated.  They  form  the  sunshine  of  the 
heart.  They  bless  and  sanctify  our  private 
circle.  They  become  a  source  of  delight  to 
a  man  after  a  day  of  toil  and  show  that  there 
is  something  purer  and  more  precious  than 
the  gains  of  industry.  They  twine  them- 
selves around  the  heart  and  call  forth  the 
best  and  purest  emotions  and  enable  us  to 
be  more  virtuous,  more  Christian,  and  more 
upright  in  our  relations  in  life. 

A  day  of  toil  is  robbed  of  many  of  its 
cares  by  the  thought  that  in  the  evening  we 
may  return  home  and  mingle  with  the  family 
because  it  is  there  where  we  find  the  con- 
fiding and  loving  bosoms  who  look  up  to  and 
lean  upon  us  and  to  whom  we  may  look  for 
counsel  and  encouragement. 
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I  say  to  )()U  one  and  all,  cultivale  the 
home  virtues,  the  household  beauties  ol 
existence.  Endeavour  to  make  the  little 
circle  ol"  domestic  life  a  cheerful,  an  intelli- 
gent, a  kindly  and  a  happy  one.  Whatever 
mav  go  wrong-  during  our  day's  work,  let 
nothing  mar  the  purity  of  reciprocal  love  and 
throw  into  its  harmonious  existence  the  apple 
of  discord. 

Life  is  made  up  of  little  things  in  which 
smiles,  and  kindness  and  small  obligations 
given  habitually,  win  and  preserve  the  heart. 

We  are  surrounded  b\  sensitive  hearts 
which  a  word  or  look  mig:ht  fill  to  the  brim 
with  sorrow.  Never  cast  a  shadow  on  a 

happy  heart  and  always  remember  that  to 
some  people,  an  atmosphere  of  love  is  as 
necessary  as  the  vital  air  is  to  the  physical 
system. 

Let  us  learn  to  appreciate  and  prize  our 
friends.  It  is  a  shame  not  to  know  how 
much  we  love  our  friends  and  hcnv  good  they 
are  till  they  die. 

The  principle  of  kindness  underlies  the 
whole  theory  of  Christianity  and  in  no  other 
person  do  we  find  it  more  happily  exeniph- 
fied  than  in  the  life  of  our  Saviour  who,  while 
on  earth,  went  about  doing  good.

cheque  for  one  hundred  fifty  dollars,  and  told 
his  friends  he  had  rewarded  me  handsomely. 

1  wrote  him  a  letter  about  as  follows  : 
"  My  dear  friend:  Enclosed  find  your 
cheque.  Please  take  it  and  go  to  'H',"  and 
then  I  drew  a  long  line,  but  never  added  the 
"  I's  "  and  I  never  mailed  the  letter.  Sub- 
sequently, I  showed  that  cheque  to  a  dear 
friend  of  mine,  first  explaining  the  work  I 
had  done  and  asking  him  how  much  it  was 
worth.  He  said :""  Ten  thousand  three 
hundred  dollars." 

I  pulled  the  cheque  out  of  the  drawer  and 
handed  it  to  him.  I  said:  "  It  is  only  ten 
thousand  one  hundred   fifty   dollars  short." 

He  said  to  me:  "  Mr.  Grant,  you  are  a

young  men  for  war  '  ;  I  want  you  to  give  me 
your  word  of  honour  that  you  will  take  my 
advice." 


I  said  :  "  I  will  make  no  such  promise,  but 
if  I  can  take  it  without  \  iolating  my  con- 
science,   I   will  try." 

He  said,  "  O,  your  conscience  will  be  all 
right.    Deposit  that  cheque  quick."    I  did  it. 
Then  he   said:   "  Did  that   man  intend  to 
insult  you? 

I  said:  "  No.  He  told  my  friends  he  had 
rewarded  me  handsomely." 

To  this  he  replied.  "  A  man's  a  fool  who 
takes  an  insult  that  isn't  intended.  I  have 
prolonged  your  life  ;  I  have  rendered  you  a 
great  service,  because  you  could  never  look 
at  that  cheque  but  what  you  wanted  to 
hwear,  and  I  believe  it  is  worse  to  keep  it 
in  than  to  let  it  out ;  I  have  heard  that  anger 
creates  a  fluid  in  the  body  that  poisons  the 
blood  and  shortens  the  length  of  life.  Now, 
you  have  promised  to  do  what  I  say  if  you 
can  in  good  conscience  ;  when  you  go  home 
to-night  get  down  on  your  knees  and  say  : 
'  O  Lord,  I  am  a  man  who  can  generally 
express  myself  so  that  everybody  under- 
stands ;  I  am  not  usually  at  a  loss  for  words ; 
I  have  sufficient  vocabulary  so  that  I  can 
generally  talk  my  ideas  into  the  other 
fellow.  But,  O  Lord,  to-night  I  am  utterly 
and  absolutely  at  a  loss  to  find  the  words  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  you  that  when  you 
made  me  you  gave  me  a  bigger  heart  than 
you  gave  that  fellow  who  sent  me  a  cheque 
for  one  hundred  fifty  dollars.'  " 

I  immediately  opened  the  drawer  where  I 
kept  scores  of  'copies  of  this  poem,  which   I 
have  distributed  from  Japan  to  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  from  the  midnight  sun  country  down 
to  Italv,   and  all  over  the   United  States— I 
immediatelv  took  this  poem  out  and  gave  it 
to  this  man,    and  said:    "  I   have   not    had 
sense  enough   to  learn  but  one  half  of  the 
words  ;  this  part  I  have  overlooked  : 
And  in  self-judgment  if  you  find 
Your  deeds  to  others  are  superior, 
To  you  has  Providence  been  kind 
As  you  should  be  to  those  inferior." 
Those  four  lines  have  been  of  more  value 
to  me  since  that  man  pointed  out  to  me  the 
force  of  them.       Why,  I  had  been  preaching 
that  poem  and  distributing  it   and  had   not 
learned  to  apply  it  to  myself.       I  have  since 
tried  to  remember  this,  and  commend  these 
lines,  to  all  my  friends  and  brethren.

OBEDIENCE 

C\■ER^'  properly  constituted  society  is  governed  I)y  law.        This  is  necessary  to  a\oid  conflict 
and  confusion,    whether  that  society  be  a    nation,  :i  slate,  a  cit\,  a  family,  or  a  church. 

Laws  are  made  for  the  protection  of  socict)  and  the  individuals  who  constitute  it.  They 
are  made  to  protect  the  weaker  inemlni-s  from  those  who  would  take  adxantage  of  them. 
Thev  are  made  to  establish  equality  amonw  individuals  and  groups.  Thex  are  made  to  sale- 
guard  "  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness." 

\Vhen  cixil  laws  are  obeyed  there  -.wv  harni'tn)-,  peace,  and  older.  When  they  are  broken 
there  are  confusion,    strife,   and   frequently  sullering,   and  loss  ol    life. 

Laws  are  as   iiecessarv   in   the  Church  as   in    a   stale   or    nation.  Laws   in    the   Church,    il 

obevetl,  establish  order  and  unitw  The  differcnci'  between  man-made  laws  and  those  which 
govern  the  Church  is  thfit  the  laws  of  the  Church  are  cstablishctl  upon  the  principles  of 
eternfd  truth  and  :"'«'  not  subjt'cl   to  the  wi-akni'sses  of  men. 

We  fire  loltj  that  ''  Ordef  is  the  I'lrsl  law  o\'  heaven."  While  it  is  true  that  order  prevails 
ip  hpavcn,  if;  is  also  true  that  without  pbcdit'iice  to  law  there  could  be  no  order. 

It  is  ^  pftrt  of  the  religion  of  the  true  Latler-day  Saint  to  render  obedience  to  all  laws. 
'I'hc  Articles  of  Faith  clearly  establish  our  belief  in  "  honouring,  obeying,  and  sustaining  the 
hiw  "  of  the  land. 

t       The  revelations,  the  teachings  of  our  Church  leaders,  and  the  Gospel  itself  stress  obedience 
'  to  the  laws  of  (iod,  which  are  the  laws  of  the  Church. 

Obedience  and  blessings  are  inseparable  in  the  Gospel  |>lan.  L'ntil  a  pei-son  accepts  the 
piinelple  of  obedience  be  cannot  receive  the  promised  blessings,  'i'ruly,  "  Obedience  is  better 
than   sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  than  the  fat  of  rams."

Instead  of 
shillyshallying  and  fooling  around,  why 
don't  they  just  start  an  air  attack  and  wipe 
their  enemies  right  off  the  map  and  let's  have 
done  wath  the  job!  What's  the  matter  with 
their  generals,  anyway?  But  when  I  stop 
to  think  about  it,  those  generals  are  riding 
around  in  big  cars  and  wearing  eagles  on 
their  coat  collars,  and  here  I  am  out  in  the 
rain  tootling  my  little  tin  whistle  !

here  I  am.  I'm  not  very  pretty,  and  the 
kind  of  clothes  I  wear  aren't  much  of  a 
recommendation  for  my  tailor,  because  I  am 
built  much  like  a  cantilever  bridge— for 
utility  rather  than  beauty.  Vet  I  take  it 
upon  myself  to  criticize  that  well  groomed 
woman  because  she  wore  a  funny  coloured 
dingus  around  her  neck.  I'm  just  standing 
in  the  rain  with  my  shirt  sticking  wetly  to 
my  back,   blowing  my  little  tin  whistle. 

The  fact  is  that  the  more  I  think  about  me 
and  my  little  tin  whistle,  the  less  I  think  of 
me.  1  fear  I  tootle  at  a  iol  of  people  who 
liave  proved  by  the  money  they  have,  by  the 
positions  they  hold,  by  the  things  they  have 
accomplished,  that  I  have  no  right  to  even 
think  of  them  as  dumb,  let  alone  criticize 
them  out  loud. 

The  fact  that  they  have  accumulated  more 
money  than  I  have,  shows  conclusively  that 
they  have  more  financial  sense  than  I  have. 
The  fact  that  they  have  attained  the  political 
positions  they  hold,  is  evidence  enough  that 
they  have  leadership  ability  beyond  mme. 
The  things  they  have  accomplished  prove 
that  they  are  my  mental  superiors,  because 
I  have  never  accomplished  anything  bigger, 
or  as  big  as  they  have. 

It  has  been  twenty-two  years  since  I  was 
president  of  a  Kiwanis  club.  All  those 
twenty -two  years  I  have  sat  week  after 
week  watching  some  other  fellow  preside, 
and  I  suspect  that  most  of  the  time  I  have 
been  comparing  his  administration  un- 
favourablv  with  my  own.  I  have  been 
sitting  in  the  rain  blowing  my  little  tm 
whistle,  thinking  how  superior  I  was.

If  I  w'ere  to  become  president  of 
that  same  club  again,  and  I  preside  over  it 
the  way  I  presided  over  it  then,  I  shudder 
to  think  what  would  happen ! 

I  not  onlv  was  not  hot  as  a  president ;  i 
wasnt  even' lukewarm!  Yet  I  have  sat  for 
twenty-two  vears  with  the  rain  trickhng 
down  my  back,  blowing  my  silly  httle  tin 
whistle  at  club  presidents  and  thinking  how 
they  have  failed  to  come  up  to  my  higli 
standard. 


I  don't  care  how  egotistical  we  are.  The 
proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating.  The 
man  who  actually  does  things  is  entitled  to 
all  the  praise  there  is,  and  the  man  who  sits 
by  and  blows  his  tin  whistle  in  the  rain  is 
just  proving  how  dumb  he  is. 

Of  course,  you  are  not  as  dumb  as  I  am. 
You  would  never  think  of  criticizing  the 
president  of  your  club.  You  realize  that  if 
you  were  so  much  brighter  than  he  is,  so 
much  as  a  leader,  the  club  would  have  picked 
you  to  preside  over  it.  You  wouldn't  think 
of  such  a  thing  as  calling  your  club  presi- 
dent stupid,  while  you  are  out  in  the  rain 
blowing  your  little  tin  whistle. 

I  didn't  put  all  this  stuff  down  for  your 
benefit.  I  just  thought  you  might  repeat  it 
to  those  members  of  your  club  who  are  wet

Honest  Labour  Encouraged. 

Th   arrogance  of  wealth,    and  the   bitter- 
ness of  soul  that  springs  from  poverty  would 
(Continued  on  nest  page.) 
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find  no  place  in  a  scK-iety  made  up  of  men 
and  women  who  truly  believed  and  put  forth 
sincere  effort  to  live  in  accordance  with  thr 
Gospel. 

The  present  strife  between  capital  and 
labour,  which  in  its  enmity  threatens  U) 
undermine  the  very  foundation  of  the 
(Government,  would  cease,  for  the  spirit  and 
actions  of  coercion,  intimidation,  and 
violence  are  contrary  to  the  teachings  ol 
Jesus  and  by  Him  would  be  most  vehemently 
denounced.  Intimidation  and  dictatorship 
are  elements  foreign  to  the  spirit  and 
government  of  the  Church.  The  Church 
encourages  and  recognizes  hOnst  labour 
whenever  and  wherever  it  presents  itself,  but 
it  must  condemn  the  spirit  of  oppression,  ot 
compulsion,  of  intimidation  wherever  it  rears 
its  head.  "  No  power  or  influence  can  or 
ought  to  be  maintained  by  virtue  of  the 
Priesthood  only  by  persuasion,  by  long 
suffering,  bv  meekness,  and  by  love  un- 
feigned." 

"  Economic  problems,  racial  problems, 
sexual  problems,  unemployment  problems, 
war  problems,"  says  Beverley  Nichols,  "  are 
myths,  uglv  phantoms  created  by  minds  that 
are  not  washed  with  the  Spirit  of  Christ, 
absurd  chimerae  that  could  only  flourish  m 
deserts  across  which  the  shadow  of  the  cross 
has  ever  fallen.  I  know  that  our  lives  have 
no  '  problems  '  as  long  as  we  trust  in  Christ, 
and  the  fact  that  my  own  life  is  full  of  prob- 
lems at  the  moment  is  only  a  proof  of  the 
distance  that  I  still  have  to  travel  before 
reaching  perfection." 

There  are  those  in  the  world  who  say  that 
jealousy,  enmity,  selfishness  in  men's  hearts 
will  always  preclude  the  establishing  of  the 
ideal  society  known  as  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
No  matter  what  doubters  and  scoffers  say, 
the  mission  of  the  Church  of  Christ  is  to 
eliminate  sin  and  wickedness  from  the  hearts 
of  men,  and  so  to  transform  society  that 
peace  and  goodwill  will  prevail  on  this  earth. 
"  The  whole  purpose  of  Christ's  existence  on 
this  earth  was  to  change  human  nature.  And 
If  you  deny  the  possibility,  you  are  saying  to 
him,  by  implication,  '  Go  back  .  .  .  we  don  t 
want  vou  .  .  .  you're  attempting  the  im- 
possible.' Some  brave  men  have  said  this, 
but  it  was  the  grev  uniform  of  the  atheist 
that  they  were  wearing,  and  not  the  shining 
robes  of  the  servant  of  Christ.

"  \()u  CAN  change  human  nature.  .No 
man  who  has  felt  in  him  the  spirit  of  Christ, 
even  for  half  a  minute,  can  deny  this  truth, 
the  one  great  truth  in  a  world  of  little  lies. 
^■()u  DO  change  human  nature,  your  own 
human  nature,  if  you  surrender  it  to  him.
